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Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. 

There is no description of the lugs having a width extending across a substantial 
portion of the base of the track as set forth in claim 12. The specification is silent as to 
what would be considered to be a "substantial portion" of the width of the track. 

See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

2. Claims 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Rubel. 

The lugs 28, 34 of Rubel are considered to have a width which extends across a 
substantial portion of the width of the track inasmuch as they are width enough to propel 
the snowmobile through snow and further because the term "substantial portion" is not 
defined by Applicant.

4. Applicant's arguments filed October 6, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Since the term "substantial portion" of the width of the track is not defined in the 
claims or the specification, the lugs of Rubel are considered to extend across a 
substantial portion of the width of the track.
